MOSCOW, Jan. 21 (UPI)—The 
Soviet Union announced today 
that it fired a giant multi-stage 
rocket 7766 miles to within 2100 
yards of its target in the central 
Pacific testing ground last night. 


The announcement by the offi- 
cial Tass news agency said the 
rocket shot was the first in a 
series aimed at “realizing space 
flights toward the planets of the 
solar system.” 

The rocket traveled at a speed 
of about 16,156 miles an hour, 
Tass said. 


The announcement said Soviet 
ships in the area checked the 
rocket in its flight. 

“The nose cone of the last stage 
of the rocket was tracked during 
its flight in the atmosphere, and 
its contact with the water was 
registered by the ships’ radar, 
optical and acoustic installa- 
tions,’’ the Tass report said.

Secretary Not Surprised 
—Calls It Ordinary 
1.C.B.M. Test — Says 
Claimed Accuracy 


Would Be Good. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
The Russians’ long-range firing 
of a rocket in the Pacific is not 
a surprise and does not make 
any difference in United States 
defense plans, Secretary of De- 
fense Thomas S. Gates Jr. said 
today. 

Gates talked with reporters 
after a session with the House 
Armed Services Committee. He 
told the committee that United 
States military plans were not 
being cut down because of any 
hoped-for improvement in the 
international atmosphere. 


Asked about the Russian 
claims of success for their long- 
range missile, Gates told report- 
ers the preliminary information 
he had indicated a flight of about 
6500 miles, ending “in the target 
area.” This is not a surprising 
achievement, he added. 

Told that the Soviets were 
claiming a distance of 7766 miles 
and accuracy within 1.24 miles of 
target, Gates said this also was 
not particularly surprising. 

Ordinary 1.C.B.M. Test. 

“It seems to be an ordinary 
1.C.B.M. test,” he said. The 
claimed accuracy, he went on 
“would be damn good—but our 
Atlas is damn good too.” 

When he was asked whether 
the Soviet achievement changed 
in any way the military plans 
he was presenting to Congress, 
Gates replied ‘‘no.” 
repeated to the House 
Armed Services Committee the 
estimates he has given twice in 
recent days—that the United 
States has a clear balance of 
military power over Russia, 
strong enough to deter any ‘‘ra- 
tional decision to attack.”’ 

He went on to say: “We 
have prepared our military pro- 
gram without reference to any 
changed atmosphere, and will 
continue to do so until specific 
and enforceable guarantees re- 
place the mere hopes that all of 
us share.” 

Referring to the impending 
summit-level negotiations with 
the Russians, Gates said there 
was nothing to justfy a belief 
the Soviets ‘will make substan- 
tive concessions which will re- 
duce our security requirements.”

Gates, accompanied by Gen. 
Nathan F, Twining, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, testi- 
fied behind closed doors. The 
committee made public a writ- 
ten version of his opening state- 
ment. 

In the same guardedly opti- 
mistic strain of his earlier state- 
ments, Gates said, “the impres- 
sion in some quarters that the 
Soveit Union has overtaken or 
even outdistanced the United 
States in military power is 
simply not supported by the 
facts.”

Albert J. Hayes, international 
president of the International 
Association of Machinists, Wash- 
ington, was in St. Louis to ad- 
dress a meeting of the Industrial 
Relations Club at the Park Plaza 
Hotel. 


Because the condition is gen- 
eral, “‘restrictive and punitive”’ 
legislation aimed at _ specific 
groups, such as the Landrum- 
Griffin Act of 1959, cannot rectify 
the situation, Hayes said in an 
interview, / 

“The best way to handle the 
situation is for the Government 
to stay out and let each group 
establish and govern its own 


| ethical conduct,’’ he said. 
| He added that, if any legisla- 


tion is passed, it should be of a 
type to aid in detecting and re- 
porting unethical activities. 

Hayes said passage of the la- 
bor reform act has penalized or- 
ganized labor and has not helped 
it. It was the ethical practices 
committee of the AFL-CIO, and 
not the legislation, which cleaned 
up the labor movement by con- 
ducting investigations and expell- 
ing unions from the federation, 
he said. 

At the same time, an even 
greater problem posed by the 
unethical activities and misuse 
of funds by business executives 
has gone unattended, he de- 
clared. 

“But as we handled our prob- 
lems, s0 can management handle 
theirs. Top officials from both 
groups should get together to dis- 
cuss these problems and should 
find mutually agreeable solutions 
without the aid or hindrance of a 
third party,”’ Hayes said.

The Custodians’ Strike 

From my window southwest 6f 
Central High School, I am watching 
as I write this, dozens and dozens 
of high school youngsters leaving 
the front entrance of dear old Cen- 
tral High. They are flocking out 
eight and 10 at a time. A woman 
picket at the south entrance of the 
school now prevents their leaving 
by this door. 

A half hour ago this same woman 
picket prevented many from enter- 
ing at this Palm street entrance, 
but when her march had taken her 
around the corner, a hundred boys 
and girls had swarmed into this 
door. Most students, however, had 
used the Garrison avenue doors, con- 
trary to usual custom, because the 
two or three pickets were concen- 
trating on the Natural Bridge and 
Palm street entrances. 

A strike against children! 

That is what a strike conducted 
upon this plan constitutes! 

It is not a strike against a Board 
of Education, but against children 
and the inherent rights of children! 
Why should children be penalized? 
They have no recourse. 

Strikes are needful in their proper 
sphere. Economic democracy can- 
not be secured without them. But 
such a strike as this cannot be jus- 
tified. Let the public rise against 
this type of injustice. Our children 
are our most precious acset.

Tt is at the point of its basic assum 
that President Eisenhower's Economic 
needs to be most closely questioned, and the 
assumptions are not economic at all. General- 


ly speaking, the major premise of the whole. 


report appears to be a sense of satisfaction. 


The President feels the country did very 
well to increase its real output last year by 
3.5 per cent, and will be doing quite well to 
maintain this rate of growth through 1960 and 
perhaps even beyond. This is roughly the 
average rate of growth achieved over the 14 
years since the Employment Act was adopted 
in 1946, and Mr. Fisenhower regards: keeping 
up to the average as a vindication of “our 
troditional and proven system.” 

But as the Rockefeller Brothers Report and 
many other serious economic studies have 
pointed out, just doing as well as we have 
done in the past no longer meets the real 
and urgent needs of a highly competitive 
world where our chief competitor is growing 
at a rate almost double ours. 


To accomplish what we must accomplish in 
defense, in aid to underdeveloped areas and 
in the extension of our own public services, 
a concerted national effort to improve on 
past rates of growth is required. The Rocke- 
feller Report urged such an effort to reach 
a consistent growth rate of 5 per cent a year, 
but President Eisenhower evidently is satis- 
fied with things as they are. 


Even if a 3.5 per cent average rate of 
growth were satisfactory, the way in which 
that figure has been achieved over the past 
decade is disturbing. Our growth has taken 
place by fits and starts, and the unpalatable 
truth is that only in three years has real out- 
put expanded significantly beyond 4 per cent. 


In two of those years, 1950 and 1951, the 
impetus for exnansion came from the Korean 
war. In the third, 1955, a high rate of expan- 
sion took place only after the economy had 
shown a loss in, the 1954 recession. Since 
1955, furthermore, national output in real 
terms has shown a disconcerting tendency 
to level off. According to figures published 
by the National Industrial Conference Board, 
the rate of real growth was 2 per cent in 
1956, 2 per cert in 1957, and minus 2 per 
cent in 1958. Against this backeround, -the 
3.5 per cent rate which President Eisenhower 
hails for 1959 locks like something less than 
a triumph. 


Cannot a free economy in a democratic 
society increase its rate of expansion for 
more constructive purposes than to meet a 
war scare or overcome the effects of reces- 
sion?. The Eisenhower Administration has 
consistently refused to face this problem. 
The longer we deley making the essentially 
moral decision that we can and must do bet- 
ter, the herder it will be to accomplish 
greater goals.

The Soviet Union hes scored another coup 
in the Middle E*st by agreeing to finance the 
second stage of the hnge Aswan high dam 
project on the Nile. Announcement of this 
came just a few dvs after President Eisen- 
hower asserted the United States was recon- 
sidering its 1956 decision to drop financing 
plens. Now it is too late. 


The building of the billion-dollar facility 
is to bein three stages. The first, now under 
way, is construction of a cofferdem to divert 
the Nile waters. This is exnected to take 
four and a half years and is being finenced 
with $93,000,009 in Soviet loans renavable at 
2.5 per cent. The second stage will be con- 
struction of the world’s largest rock-filled 
dam, a project that will take six years. The 
official announcement said that terms for the 
second-stage financing will be the same as 
for the first. The final stage will be installa- 
tion of hydroelectric. generating equipment 
and construction of irrigation works. 

Thus for some 10 years Russia and not the 
West will be associated with building one of 
the world’s greatest and most imaginative de- 
velopment vrojects. Furthermore, as far as 


_ is known, Russia has been shrewd enough to 


furnish the assistance without strings. In- 
deed, the Soviets have demonstrated that 
they are willing to heln countries in which 
Communists are held in check, as they are 
now in Egypt. This is a far-sighted policy 


the implications of which will not be lost on : 


uncommitted Asian nations. 


The West had the first chancé at Aswan, 
and muffed it. The Soviets saw the opportu- 
nity and, unexpectedly it must be admitted, 
stepped in and grabbed it. 


Never Ton Old ta Learn 


One out of eight adults in Missouri cannot 
read. This is twice the rate of illiteracy in the 
Soviet Union and more than six times the rate 
of illiteracy in Austria, Britain, Germany, 
Ireland, The Netherlands and half a dozen 
other, European countries. The St. Louis 
metropolitan area alone is estimated to have 
more than 80,000 functional illiterates—adults 
with four years of schooling or less. 

The Adult Education Council of Greater 
St. Louis, which has been dealing with this 
problem for the past five years and has con- 
ducted classes for 3000 persons in that 
period, has embarked on a crash program 
to eliminate illiteracy in our area. We wish 
it every success. 

Many adults may be deterred from learning 
to read and write out of feelings of shame at 
not having learned earlier in life. We think 
they should not feel so. There are many 
reasons, some of them beyond one’s control, 
why an individual may grow up illiterate; 
the only shameful thing is not to the 
deficiency when the opportunity offers. We

shall hope that readers of these words who 
agreé with the thoughts they convey will 
attempt to interest at least one illiterate adult 
in the opportunity the Adult Edu- 
cation offers. 


An Echo From History 


The first Senate rollcall in the Eighty-sixth 
Congress’s second session is one that has 
history stamped all over it. By the surpris- 
ingly generous vote of 50 to 39, the progres- 
sive Democrats, joined by the 
Republicans and aided by a substantial num- 
ber of recruits, have adopted the Hennings- 
Keating amendment to include nominating

This was a step of far-reaching political com ve) 


sequence. To appreciate its im 
necessary to turn the calendar back more 
than 40 years to 1918. 


That is the year of the bitterly fought race 


between Henry Ford, automobile manufac- © 


turer, and Truman H. Newberry, financier 
and business man, for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Senator from Michigan. The results 
were so close that a recount was. ordered. 
It showed Newberry winning by a scant 4300 
votes. 


But the primary had been marked by lavish 
spending, particularly on the part of the New- 
berry forces. The estimates went up close to 
$1,000,000, which was many times over the 
allowance in the Federal Corrupt Practices 
Acts of 1910 and 1911. Newberry and 16 
fellow Republicans were convicted in 1920 
of conspiracy to violate the law. He was fined 
$10,000 and sentenced to serve two years in 
the federal penitentiary. : 


The convictions were taken to the Supreme 
Court, which decided by a narrow split in 
1920—although none too clearly—that a pri- 
mary was not an essential part of an election 
as that term was understood by framers of 
the Constitution. Thus freed of the prosecu- 
tion, Newberry took his seat in 1922, but 
only after a 46-to-41 vote of his colleagues. 
The Suvreme Court decision and the vote to 
admit Newberry to the Senate were so hotly 
criticized over the country that the embattled 
Senator served less than.a year in office. He 
resigned Nov. 19, 1922 and the Governor of 
Michigan appointed to succeed him James 
Couzens, who became an outstanding Senator. 

Such is the historical background of the 
Senate’s vote to approve the Hennings-Keating 
amendment. Democrats, including those 
paired and announced, supported the amend- 
ment ' 40 to 24, while Republicans opposed it 
18 to 16. Since primaries regularly decide 
many election contests, especially in Southern 
states, a renewed effort to exempt them from 
snending controls can be expected. We hope 
that the lines will hold firm in the Senate 
and that the House can be persuaded to go 
along. It is hieh time that the country cor- 
rected the Newberry decision. 


K ennedv vs. Humphrey 


The battle between Senator Kennedy and 
Senator Humphrey for Wisconsin’s 31 Demo- 
cratic nominating convention votes promises 
to be tough, fair and fascinating, but not nec- 
essarily conclusive. Most polls give Senator 
Kennedy a lead in the April 5 presidential 
primary balloting, which lends substance to 
the Humphrey camp’s contention that Senator 
Kennedy held back at first to build up the 
idea of Humphrev’s formidable opposition 
and thus to make his eventual entry in the 
election seem more of a gamble than it is. 


Both candidates for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination have been active in the 
state and have been building organizations. 
The Kennedy backers are headed by Mayor 
Nestingen of Madison and include the Demo- 
cratic state chairman, Patrick Lucey. Gov. 
Gaylord Nelson, a supporter of Adlai Steven- 
son, is remaining neutral, but Lt. Gov. Nash 
is backing Mr. Humphrey. Senator Proxmire 
is considered privately sympathetic to Mr. 
Kennedy. 

The risk to Mr. Humphrey lies in the fact 
that he is camvaigning in his own back yard, 
so to speak. The theory is that if he cannot 
win in a state adjoining his own he would be 
a poor candidate in a national election. A de- 
feat for Mr. Kennedy would damage his hope 
of creating a bandwagon psychology but 
would not destroy his chances. 

Wisconsin has been called a graveyard for 
presidential hopefuls, but the record also 
shows that the winner there often failed in the 
end to get his party’s nomination. A victory by 
Senator ‘Kennedy would not actually mean 
very much, but a win by Senator Humphrey 
would give his candidacy a big boost. 


Advance ta Censorship 


One of Fidel Castro’s major promises for 
Cuba was freedom of expression. The free- 
dom of the Havana newspaper Avance has 
now been obliterated. Pro-government news- 
paper unions insisted on attaching their own 
“notes of rectification” to Avance articles and 
editorials which they considered unfair to the 
government. The publisher, Jorge Zayas, 
left the newspaper in the unions’ hands and 
fled to refuge in the United States. 

Last month the Inter-American Press Asso- 
ciation condemned what it termed “censor- 
ship by terror” in Cuba. Aside from official 
threats against Avance, Raul Castro, chief of 
the armed forees, had warned the century-old 
newspaper Diario de la Marina that it would 
have no protection in case of mob attack. 

While the Castro government has not acted 
directly against any newspaper as yet, it has 
enacted two remarkable laws which it holds 
as clubs over the press. One law provides 
heavy penalties for publishing anything which 
“might tend to impair the independence of 
the nation”; the other law threatens anyone 
who may “arouse feelings that may lead to 
the execution of some .. . counter-revolu- 
tionary crimes.” 


There are other ways to silence criticism 
than direct government censorship, as Argen- 
tine Dictator Peron showed in 1951. His 
unions struck and closed down the great 
Buenos Aires newspaper La Prensa, and then 
were given the management of the news- 
paper. At that time Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, 
the distinguished publisher who regained con- 
trol when Peron fell, said: “The freedom 
which the newsman wants and needs is not 
a freedom restricted to his own profession. 
What journalism defends is the right of all 
men to get information and share opinion.” 
Those words may now be repeated for Castro’s 
‘Cuba, and for its people as well as its 
newspapers. hs

We have lately been hearing and 
reading some rather severe criticism 
of the pharmaceutical manufacturing 
industry because some péople in and 
outside government are saying the 
prices of prescription medicines are 
high.

But I do regard it as important that

In the past two decades—which have 
seen the introduction of nine tenths of 
all the drugs now prescribed by 
doctors—ten years have been added 
to the normal life span of people in 


made relatively impotent. The mor- 
tality of.infants and mothers has been 
cut drastically. 

We have become accustomed in our 
time to spectacular scientific break- 
throughs. But whereas nuclear fission, 
jet propulsion and space flight all have 
some menace—as well as promise—for 
humans, the breakthroughs in medical 
science have all been in the direction 
of promoting the health and happiness 
of people. 

This kind of progress has given 
every one of us the prospect of a 
longer, healthier and happier life. It 
has been estimated that, because of 
the sulpha drugs and antibiotics alone, 
three million of us are still living who 
might otherwise be dead. 

It is fair to ask at what cost to the 
public this progress has been achieved. 
Let’s look at the key facts. 

1. While the total volume of drug 
manufacturers’ sales has risen from 
about half a billion dollars immedi- 
ately after World War II to almost two 
billion this year, the wholesale price 
index has actually declined! This 
means that the volume of drugs in use 


has increased, but that the unit whole-:

sale prices have decreased. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics show that the 
wholesale price index of drugs, 
pharmaceuticals and cosmetics stood 
at 105.3 in 1947 but had descended to 
$4.0 last year. By contrast, the index 
for all items rose from 95.8 in 1947 
to 123.3 in 1958. 

2. On the consumer price index, the 
cost of prescriptions has lagged some- 
what behind the increase of all items. 
The index for prescriptions advanced 
19.5 points between 1948 and 1958, 
while the index for all items climbed 
20.7 points. Moreover, drug prices 
have increased much less than the 
prices of other medical care items. 

3. According to figures of the United 
States Department of Commerce, we 
are spending today, as a percentage 
of disposable income, only one-tenth 
of one per cent more for drug prepara- 
tions and sundries than we were @ 
generation avo, in 1939. Yet virtually 
all of the high potency drugs have 
come into existence since then. 

4. The use of today’s highly effective 
drugs actually saves money. I ask 
you to imagine how much the family 
of a mental patient saves when the 
use of tranquilizers cuts the patient’s 
stay in a mental hospital from several 
years to several months. A Veterans 
Administration official has estimated 
that the reduced incidence of tubercu- 
losis patients alone in VA hospitals 
has saved the federal government 
about $107,000,000. 2 

5. A national survey of retail prices 
made in April 1958 showed that fewer 
than 15 per cent of prescriptions cost 
as much as $5. Nearly a third of all 
prescriptions were in the range from 
$1 to $1.99, and a fourth of them were 
in the range of $2 to $2.99. 

In summary, it seéms clear to me 
that the great advances in health have 
come at no excessive cost to’ the 
public,

MIDDLE EASTERN CAPITALISM, by 
. J. Meyer. (Harvard, 160 pgs., 

$3.75.) 

A. J. Meyer, who has lived, worked 
and taught in the Middle East for 
eight years and was recently appointed 
associated director of the Harvard 
Center for Middle Eastern Studies, 


appears highly qualified to discuss the 
Middle East economy. 


The author finds that although gov- ~ 


ernmental expenditures in the Middle 
East are rising each year, the portions 
of area-wide national incomes spent by 
governments average out at about the 
rate currently found in the United 
States. Many Middle Easterners are 
found to be positively inclined towards 
Western capitalism. He finds a re- 
markably rapid economic development 
throughout most of the Middle East, a 
phenomenon which he considers even 
more revolutionary than the area’s po- 
litical changes. 

Kuwait’s per capita income has 


always thrived on competition, and 
they can certainly continue to do so. 
If this competition results in a better 
life for peoples of many lands through-

out oil—Cyprus, Israel, Lebanon and 
Syria. But some other countries have 
not done well. Poorest performances 
were found in Iran, Saudi Arabia and 
Jordan, although in each for different 
reasons. 

Technological advances which have 
created acceptable substitutes for ma- 
jor raw materials, greatly affect the 
economic future of the Middle East. 

Meyer has some recommendations 
for the West. The United States in 
co-operation with its friends should do 
all it can to stimulate and keep the 
investment level high in the Middle 
East. This can beSt be done by main- 
taining high levels of oil flow, and 
resultant royalties; emigrant remit- 
tances; and sales of cash crops, such 
as cotton to the West. 

In addition, borrowing from the 
theme of “The Ugly American,” the 
author suggests that the West improve 
its understanding of the Middle East.

IF YOU WERE serious about 
those first-of-the-year resolutions 
to save money and serve better 
meals, take a few minutes before 
you set forth on this week's mar- 
keting trip to consider whether 
your shopping habits need a re- 
fresher course. 


Do you buy with a specific 
purpose in mind, or metely on 
impulse? 

Do you read labels to deter- 
mine the number of 
and whether the contents of a 
can or package can be used at 
one time? 

Are you a comparative shop- 
per? Do you weigh the cost of 
fresh, frozen and canned foods 
to determine which is most eco- 
nomical, (This will vary with 
the season, of course, so it is a 
point on which one must be con- 
stantly alert). 

Do you plan meals that are at- 
tractive and well-balanced nu- 
tritionally? 

Are your marketing habits 
flexible? If one food is unusually 
expensive or in light supply do 
you substitute another in the 
same food group? 

This is an excellent time to 
practice that flexibility. Iceberg 
lettuce is far too high for the 
average pocketbook. However 
endive, escarole and romaine are 
plentiful and about as cheap as 
one can expect at any time 
other than the homegrown sea- 
son. Leaf lettuce and Chinese 
cabbage, while not as reasonable 
as the trio mentioned above, are 
less expensive than iceberg. 


Sweet potatoes are one of the 
week’s best values. Heavy sup- 
plies of Louisiana kiln-dried 
“sweets” of excellent quality 
are now coming into the St. 
Louis market, so do take ad- 
vantage of the low prices and 
high quality. Incidentally, 
piumpness is the thing to look 
for when buying sweet pota- 
toes—not necessarily size, but 
plumpness. 


Russet potatoes are moderate 
to high, reds low to moderate 
and new potatoes are, of course, 
in the luxury class.

Limes and lemons 
are reasonable but tangerines 
are expensive as they near the 
end of their season.

Recent anti-trust actions, such as those involving two St. Louis 
companies, are serving as warnings to other companies wishing to 
expand within their industry by merger or acquisition.

Retail Shoe Outlets. 

The vertical integration of the 
shoe industry in the postwar 
period can be seen in the rising 
number of retail outlets owned 
by shoe manufacturers. Between 
1950 and 1956, there were nine 
independent shoe firms, op- 
erating 1114 retail shoe stores, 
that became _ subsidiaries of 
large firms and ceased their in- 
dependent operation. By 1956, 
the six largest firms owned and 
operated 3997, or 18 per cent, of 
the nation’s 22,000 shoe stores. 
The trend has continued further 
in the last few years. 

The economies achieved with 


large scale operations are the 
moving force in the growing | 
output and_| 
sales in many industries. For 
example, marketing beer on a 
national basis results in more | 
efficient advertising and reduc- 
tion of overhead costs. But be- 
cause beer is relatively heavy 
and bulky, transportation from 
one plant to the entire country 
is not economic. Regional 
branch breweries have been es- 
tablished. But these cut into the

Blocked in their growth by 
merger, some companies now 
will achieve growth by internal 
expansion. International Shoe is 
expanding the number of its re- 
tail outlets owned or operated | 
by its subsidiaries, rather than | 
‘trying to acquire new outlets. | 
| August A. Busch Jr., president | 
'of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., re- 
cently pointed out that future 
expansion probably would be 
by construction of plants rather 
than by purchase of existing 
breweries. 

While the end result may be 
the same, whether achieved by 
internal growth or by merger, 
the latter has been effectively 
blocked if competition is les- 
sened. But the trend toward big- 
ness appears to be continuing.

Conrad Nagel, Leo G. Carroll Recall Changes in Theater i

WE SAT DOWN with two very 


profession the other afternoon 
for a quiet chat about the stage. 
As it happened, the talk covered 
related fields, such as radio, 
movies and television, because 
both men, each with a span of 
nearly half a century in the the- 
ee eres in them 


to the 

hell or high water, the theater 
will endure. 

- Conrad Nagel and Leo G. Car- 
roll are appearing in featured 
roles in “The Pleasure of His 
Company,” at the American 
Theater this week. 

Nagel was dressed casually in 
a dark jacket, sweater and flan- 
nel slacks, but minus his. head 
piece which he wears not neces- 
sarily from vanity but because 
the role requires it. As a matter 
of fact he looks as distinguished 
without hair as with it. 

Carroll, more or less in char- 
acter, wore a conservative, dark 
double-breasted suit, but was 
minus his familiar British-type 
mustache. His role requires him 
to, wear a gray, somewhat 
droopy mustache, which he ap- 
plies for each performance. 

The bare upper lip, however, 
hasn’t kept the moppets of the 
nation from recognizing him, 
something which still comes as a 
mild surprise. For years he was 
on stage and screen and hardly 
anyone recognized him on the 
street. Then he made a two-year 
television series called “‘Top- 
per.” 

Now, to his surprise and mod- 
est pleasure, youngsters every- 
where spot him and yell “Hi 
Topper.” He still isn’t quite ac- 
customed to fame in this par- 
ticular area. “Kids who weren’t 
even born when we made the 
series yell at me. I get it a 
hundred times a day.” 

A mother, to whom we are re- 
lated by marriage, has since 
explained this phenomenon. The 
“Topper” series is now being 
re-run during the daytime and 
youngsters of pre-school age see 
it. And there is just enough of 
the spook in it to give a little 
thrill without being actually 
frightening. They love it. 

“That’s the way it happens,” 
mused Nagel. “You get more 
public reaction from television 
exposure than you do from 
years and years on the stage or 
in the movies.” He said it a 
little ruefully, as if he felt it 
wasn’t quite fair. Carroll agreed. 

The talk drifted around to 
movies and the early days of 
the talkies. Nagel has the dis- 
tinction (not a great one in his 
opinion but he does like to keep 
the record straight) of being the 
first actor to ever talk on the 
screen. 

“Most people think the first 
talkie was ‘The Jazz Singer,’ ”’ 
he pointed out, “but the only 
sounds recorded were Jolson’s 
songs. There was no dialogue. 
The first dialogue spoken was 
between me and Dolores Costel- 
lo in a picture called ‘The Glori- 
ous Betsy.’ Like a lot of pic- 
tures then, it was nearly all 
silent, and then suddenly the 
characters burst into sound for 
a sequence or so. The first 100 
per ‘cent talkie was a picture 
called ‘Lights of Old New York,’ 
starring Cullen Landis. It cost 
$25,000 to make and made half 
a million dollars.” 

Carroll paid little attention to 
the advent of talking pictures. 
“It was just that I didn’t see 
many movies,” he said. “I 
very rarely went to them. I was 
wrapped up in the theater.” 


“It started in 1927,” Nagel re- 
called, ‘“‘and that was the end of 
vaudeville and stock companies 
and the hundreds of touring 
companies that used to be on 
the road. 

“There was quite a rush of 
actors to the movies when 
talkies came in. I was young 
and healthy then, and I used to 
be on the stage at night, and 
then out to Flatbush early in

the morning and work all day 
on @ movie.” 

Carroll, too, was appearing on 
Broadway when he made _=his 
movie debut. During the day, 
except matinee days, he worked 
on the film version of ‘“‘The Late 
George Apley,” in 1934. 

Both actors are now in movies 
on the late, late shows, but they 
say they never see themselves if 
they can avoid it. ‘‘I get annoyed 
because we’re not getting paid,” 
said Nagel. For many years ac- 
tive in and still a director of 
the Screen Actors’ Guild, Nagel 
said the guild has started pro- 
ceedings to get pay for actors 
and writers for movies made 
after 1948. ‘‘Of course most of 
the shows are pre-1948. We set 
up that date because it’s the 
year television came in, so to 
speak. 

“I discovered the other night 
they’re running a 1929 movie of 
mine, ‘The Hollywood Revue of 
1929.’ Jack Benny and I were 
masters of ceremonies. That was 
Jack’s debut in pictures. When 
I saw that picture released I 
really hit the ceiling. We feel 
that every time they run one of 
these, theoretically they are put- 
ting us out of a job.” 

Where was Carroil when talk- 
ing pictures eame in? “Let me 
see, I was on Broadway in “The 
Perfect Alibi,’’”’ he replied. “I 
first came to this country in 1912 
in a play called ‘Rutherford and 
Son.’ I went home and came 
back the next year in ‘The Blind- 
ness of Virtue.’’’ He shuttled 
back and forth between Broad- 
way and London for several 
years before he settled down 
here to stay. 

“The worst thing about movie- 
making,” Nagel said “is the 
awful time you have to wait 
between scenes, Two and three 
hours. On the stage you key 
yourself up, go on the stage and 
do your play right through. In 
the movies you have to keep key- 
ing yourself up for every scene.” 

“Yes,” said Carroll, ‘‘on the 
stage you simply do your best 
and that’s it. In the movies you 
have to do it over maybe a 
dozen times. Very trying.” 


Although both actors have been 
in the business for years and 
both have appeared in all media, 
it wasn’t until they were cast in 
the present play that their paths 
crossed. 

‘What year did you start?” 
Nagel asked Carroll. “It was 
in 1910,” Carroll recalled. “My 
word, 50 years ago.” 

“I started in 1915,” Nagel 
recalled, “but then I had been 
appearing in amateur theatri- 
cals and with a local stock

company several years before 
that. What was your first 
show?” 

“It was a touring company of 
‘The Prisoner of Zenda,’” Car- 
roll said. I was just a walk-on, 
one of the soldiers.” 

“Tell me your first salary,” 
Nagel asked, “and I'll tell you 
mine.” 

“I think,” said Carroll, wrin- 
kling his brow, “it was two 
guineas a week. That would be 
about $6 now. It was $11 then, 
about.” 

“You did better than I did,” 
said Nagel. “I was born right 
up the river here at Keokuk and 
grew up in Des Moines. When I 
was 17 I got a sort of job with 
a permanent stock company at 
Des Moines. All the standard 
characters, leading man, leading 
lady, soubrette, ingenue, heavy, 
comedian and so forth were pro- 
fessionals. Then they would hire 
local talent for bit parts. That 
was me. I made $5 a week for 
10 performances. After three 
months I got raised to $7.50. 
That was a great day.” 

“Well,” said Carroll, “I had 
done one or two things before 
‘Prisoner of Zenda’ that are bet- 
ter left unsaid.” 

“Oh,” Nagel laughed, ‘‘you’ve 
been building yourself up. You 
didn’t really start at two guin- 
eas!”’ Carroll looked like Topper 
caught in the act. ‘“‘No,”’ he 
smiled, ‘‘there was a time or two 
when I’m afraid my salary was 
just a shilling or two.” 

Nagel continued, ‘‘I knew I was 
going to be an actor when I 
played Ebenezer Scrooge in our 
school production of “‘A Christ- 
mas Carol.” Greatest perform- 
ance of my career. After a year 
or so with the stock company I 
went to New York to seek my 
fortune. I hadn’t been there 48 
hours before I got a job. Of 
course there were worlds of jobs 
then. 


“When I went to New York 
there were between 300 and 400 
shows on tour. Every town had 
its stock company, not to men- 
tion the vaudeville houses. 
When I appeared in my first 
Broadway show in 1918—‘For- 
ever After’ with Alice Brady— 
there were 55 hit shows run- 
ning on Broadway. Anyone 
who could get on and off a 
stage could get a job. 

“IT came to St. Louis about that 
time. Touring in ‘Experience,’ a

Nagel has been something of a 
pioneer. He made silent movies 
when most stage actors scorned 
the cinema. He was in the fore- 
front in the earty days of talkies.

Air Travel Satety 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21. 
I WAS HEARTENED by what seems to be a move in 


the right direction when I read in the newspapers that the 
airline pilots are urging Congress to enforce more safety 
protection for air travelers. There have been so many tragic 
accidents in recent weeks that it would seem imperative to 
take every safety precaution possible. 

If there is a lag in preparing airports for landings of the 
big jet airliners as well as the big propeller-driven planes, such 
delays should be remedies promptly or those airports should be 
closed down until they are ready. 


‘ The air pilots group believes that flying is both safe 
and comfortable as a means of transportation, and the 
group maintains that recommendations that have been 
made in the past to make air travel safer have not been 
carried out. And since the pilots themselves have made 
some of these proposals it is natural that they should 
ask for consideration. After all, they fly the planes 
and almost inevitably if there is a crash the pilots 
are killed. 


I have been flying since the very earliest days and I 
have seen great improvements. But I feel very strongly that 
we should constantly guard against negligence and that every 
precaution must be taken and also that recommendations for 
greater safety should never be ignored.

Secrets of Cooking a Good Steak 


By Hoyt Alden 


“WHY DON’T WE have steak 
like this at home, dear?” asks 
Friend Husband as he ties into 
a good sirloin downtown. The 
Little Woman doesn’t know the 
answer to that one, and, by way 
of keeping thé peace, ' neither 
does Friend Husband. 

Of course, it’s true that good 
restaurants pay more for good 
steaks than the Little Woman 


would care to. shovel out, but 
there are other reasons, too. 


In the first place, the Little 
Woman is color conscious when 
it comes to meat. Hef idea of a 
good piece of steak is one that 
corresponds to those three-color 
advertisements in the women’s 
journals. She doesn’t know that 
a steak, when properly aged, 
comes nearer to being a cross 
between dark gray and purple. 
But if a butcher showed her such 
a piece of meat she would flee 
the premises and start all kinds 
of rumors about the store. 

Mistakes No. 2 and No. 3 are 
as follows: Nine women out of 
10 will buy a nice piece of red 
meat, and then take it home and 
put it in the freezer. When cook- 
ing time comes they haul it out 
of the box, flip it under the broil- 
er and turn the heat up high. 
This is fatal. 


Good steak has been aged, and 
if you can’t get it from the 
butcher, then let it age a little 
at home. Under refrigeration, of 
course, but not frozen. Then, be- 
fore it’s cooked, let it sit an hour 
or two at room temperature. 
American women have — been 
oversold on refrigeration. They 
are absolutely convinced that 
anything left out of the icebox 
for a couple of minutes is going 
to kill the whole family. 


THE SECRET of the cooking 
lies in the quick searing of the 
outside to keep the juices on the 
inside. To seal it quickly the 
broiler has to be hot, so preheat 
it for 15 minutes. 


Any good steak should be an 
inch or more thick. Slash the 
fat edges in several places so it 
won‘t curl. You can turn it once 
or you can turn it several times 
during the cooking, but don’t go 
poking it with a fork. Use tongs 
or a spatula. 


Most steak lovers like their 
steak seasoned with nothing but 
salt and pepper and butter. Oth- 
ers like to rub it, before cooking, 
with a piece of garlic. If you 
want to produce a deeper brown, 
brush the steak before broiling 
with olive oil or butter, For an 
interesting variation, spread it 
with a paste made of mustard, 
grated onion and oil. 


THE PURIST disdains sauce 
of any kind on a steak, which is 
as it should be. However, it is 
permissible to make a steak

LIVING to this day are certain 
birds which suggest those of 
prehistoric times. I am thinking, 
in particular, of the ostrich and 
emu (pronounced EE-mew). 

Like several other relics of the 
past, the emu is a resident of 
Australia, It is about five feet 
tall, 


Emus their eggs on the 


ground, t food consists 
chiefly of herbs, roots and 
fruit. 


THE OSTRICH is a bird of 
Africa ‘and> western Asia, Com- 
monly it is found in desert areas, 
and in any case it likes wild 
places. Some ostriches have a 
height Of eight feet, Their gen- 
eral shape suggests the elephant 
bird of long ago. The elephant 
bird was three or four feet taller, 
and had greater weight. 


Several birds have become ex- 
tinct-during the past few hundred 
years. These include the passen- 
ger pigeon, the Moa of New Zea- 
land, the Great Auk, the High 
Bird of Madagascar and the 
Doda, 


A Frenchman explored Mad- 


agascar 126 years ago, apd took | 


special interest in one custom 
of the natives. He reported that 
they brought in some very large 
eggs from somewhere in the 


two, and each half was used as 


a bowl. 


Later travelers took eggs of 
that type (which had been laid 
by High Birds) to Europe. A 
scientist calculated that a single 
egg was large enough to hold 
the contents of 148 hen’s eggs. 


THE HIGH BIRDS (as shown 
by skeletons they have left be- 
hind) were about as tall as os- 
triches. Their eggs were far 
larger, one of them having six 
times the bulk of an ostrich egg. 

The Great Auk, a bird about 
the size of a goose, used to live 
in the North Atlantic area. So 
far as records can tell, the last 
one died 114 years ago. Séveral 
other kinds of auks still exist, 
but they are smaller,
